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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowed Claims 

1. Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The package carrier as recited in the claims of the instant invention fail to be 
taught by the prior art cited of interest. Grabbe et al. (e.g. fig. 4) shows a package 
carrier 24 similar to the instant invention including a frame. However, this frame does 
not include multiple cutting channels and a polyimide tape attached to the bottom 
surface of the through holes to hold the ceramic substrates.
